Mr Tolbert had been up most of 


Wednesday night and spent a busy day 
Thursday 
About 10 p m he retired 


much *atign*d and presumably slept 
very noundly 
Some time after mid- 


night fire broke out in the kitchen of 
the hotel, a two-story frame structure, 
and rapidly devoured the interior 
Mr 


Tolbert occupied a corner room on 
the second floor, with a window opening 
upon a porch 
After all other inmates 


had escaped, from the hall about the 
head of the stairway he was heard to 
give the distress signal of Masonry, 
and immediately after the building col- 
lapsed bearing him down m the burning 
debris. His watch, which was recov 
ered from the ruins, shows to have 
stopped at exactlv 1 13 Evidently the 
sleeping man did not arouse until the 
heat and smoke was so intense as to 
bewilder him and prevent him from 
choosing the window for an exit 
The 


position of the body indicated he got 
no further *han the stairway landing 
when overpowered 
An operator who 


also slept above, after going below 
rushed back upstairs but says in tke 
confusion he did not observe any one in

carried on by the state, county or mun- 
icipal government. 
7. We favor establishing and main- 
taining for as long a period each, year 
a free school system: the state should 
manufacture and furnish free, or at 
cost, uniform school books, by this 
means curbing the school book trust. 
8. We favor a bonded school fund 
commission elected by the people, so 
that the state school fund is not in any 
way misappropriated. We favor the 
retention of all the public lands now 
owned by the state, unless directed sold 
by a vote of the people. 


9. 
We are onposee to the coal 
lands of the state falling into the hands 
of private monopolies and favor a sys- 
tem by wftlch the coal lands may be 
acquired by the state for the benefit of 
the public school fund, and the general 
public who are consumers of coal, • to 
the end that the Indiana may receive 
just and fair compensation for their 
property and the public protected from 
extortion and injustice. 
Should the 
state own the coal lands we advocate 
dealing separately with the surface, 
that more homes may be given the 
bona fide settlers of the state. 
10. We demand that no public officer 
or candidate for any office within the 
state or from any portion of it shall 
use passes, or free transportation upon, 
any railroad or other public service 
corporation and that it shall be declared 
a felony to accept same. 
11. We believe the constitutional 
convention should memorialize congress 
to remove all the restrictions from the 
lands of the tribal citizens, except i the 
homestead of fullblooda. That a juat 
and reasonable limitation be placed

Mowing 3,000 acres of peas, loading 


them on wagons to the height of a ton 
of hay and then threshing them seems 
like a fairy tale out in the eastern and 
middle states, but In Longmont, Col., 
during certain seasons of the year. It 
Is an everyday occurrence. Two bun- 
d red wagon loads a day come from 
the harvest field and to the weighing 
scales. 


It is a wonderful 
thing—this pea 


harvest of the west. Hundreds of men 
are employed in the cultivation and 
hundreds at the harvest. Within the 
past year a train of 14 large freight 
cars, together with the locomotive and 
caboose, made its way from Colorado 
to the Atlantic coast, carrying nothing 
but peas. It was the first solid train 
of peas to cross this important stretch 
of the continent and it marked an im-, 
portant epoch in the agricultural his-1 


the vines are carried automatically to 
a conveyor, which delivers them to a 
stack. These vines are used for en- 
silage, and excellent ensilage they 
make, Indeed. In some countries peas 
are raised, In a small way, for feeding 
stock. From Longmont the vines are 
shipped in greatest quantities to the 
cattle feeding quarters of Denver, 


The peas, now separated from the 


pods, next go into a tank of running 
water. 
The whole peas at once sink 


to the bottom, but all broken peas, 
stems or leaves float on top. These are 
then easily skimmed off. The good 
peas next pass through a pneumatic 
cleaning machine and 
then 
to 
a 


weighing machine, the weight 
being 


recorded without any human assist- 
ance whatsoever.

perforated steel cylinder which is re- 
volving in boiling water,

The harvesting of peaa is done In 


the order of tho planting. 
It is the 


rule to plant but a certain number of 
acres a da\, In order that the crop will 
not all mature at once and that the 
nai vesting may follow day after day 
at just the right time 
When tho har- 


\est begins the mowers fir^t enter 
the fields with machines, which cut off 
the vines just beneath the ground. In 


here to another cylinder which fs re- 
volving in cold water. 
The mechani- 


cal graders now take charge of them 
and separate them into no less than 
five distinct sixes 
A very broad belt 


carries the peas between two rows of 
girls, and, as they pass, the eyes of the 
gills detect any imperfect, hard, split 
or yellow ones and remove them This 
is the only place In the whole routine 
of 
harvesting, unloading, threshing, 


grading, cleaning and. In fact, all the 
opeiallonfi connected with the indus- 
try, that tho human hand comes in 
contact with the peas and ft is only 
at inleivals and with a 
very 
light 


touch that it docs so here. 


The cans are brought to the filling 


machines upon a conveyor, and each 
one automatically 
takes 
its 
place. 


Mechanically. also, tne right amount 
of peas are measured out. The cover 
or cap of the can Is placed in position 
by a gill. and. by a wonderfully in- 
genious machine, the solder Is applied

this latter respect the mowing opera- 
tion, of course, differs from the me- 
chanical cutting of hay 
and grain, 


which is usually cut off, an Inch or two 
above ground. 


It is not unusual for one load of 


these vines with their peas to welsh 
6,000 pounds. The 
wagons, with a 


force of men with pitchforks, follow 
the, mowers, and the work of loading 
Is done so rapidly that it la not un- 
common for a load to l>o cut, loaded, 
hauled to the scales from the center 
of a 400-acre tract and delivered to 
the canning factory In a 
Imlf 
hour. 


Here the driver or helper tosses the 
peas to the feeder—a man who a! riffs 
them Into the end of a large revolving 
cylinder covered with pert orated rub- 
ber. 
Fifty tons of podded pea vines 


go into the cylinder every hour. 


Next, the pods must be broken open, 


and this is not done by the 
human 


hand, aq in the kitchen at home. It 
is a threshing operation if you please. 
On the Jnsiile of the cylinder hereto- 
fore referred to there is a small cy- 
linder on which are 
bolted 
rubber- 


sncathed iron paddles arranged like 
a screw 
Thia inner cylinder, revolv- 


ng rapidly, screws the vines through 
the large cylinder. As the vines go 
round In, this cylinder they are slai)*" 
ped by rubber 
faced 
paddles and 


drawn through fingers attached to the 
outer cylinder, This breaks the pods 
open and the peas fall through 
the 


threshers. A feature of this inven- 
tion is that the severity of the treat- 
ment of the unopened pods Increased 
as the vines and 
pods 
travel on 


through the cylinder. The P9d» con- 
taining- the tender peas are first to 
yield, and later on the fully developed 
ones. 


The peas and th« vine a aepaiatea, 


and tho soldering iron run around It. 
A thournnd cans an hour are rilled. In 
the entire factoiy the total number of 
cans filled every hour is 16,000. 


The peas in cans are 
carried 
in 


steel backets and put into iron retorts, 
the 
lids of which are subsequently 


bolted down and the peas cooked In 
the cans by moans of steam. 
The 


plan of doing eveiy possible portion of 
th^ work by machine ly is continued 
and the labeling nuichfiie doos its 
woik to the tune of 21,000 cans labeled 
and parked in a day. 


It is claimed that Colorado la espe- 


cially adapted to the ripening of peas. 
Here they are grown and ripened, as 
it has hee,n 
appropriately 
put, one 


mile nearer tho heavens, in the midst 
of a superior atmosphere and where 
they are walcied by tho cool snow- 
water brooks of the mountains 


It is in the 
vicinity of Longmont, 


and not far from the great pea beds, 
that the notable new enterprises of 
diy farming are coming to the front. 
By this new system the water from 
the rainfalls or melted snow is stored 
at the very roots of the vegetables to 
be cultivated, instead of in artificial 
reservoirs. 
Thus one ordinary rain 


is made to serve the place of two or 
three. 
The preparation and care of 


the surface soil and the subsoil, In ac- 
cordance with well defined principles, 
enables the "dry farmer" to utore the 
rain in the subsoil.
